Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Farnham 
Urban  District  for  the  year  1970?  which  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with 
the  instructions  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security. 

The  health  record  for  1970  was  satisfactory.  The  Birth  Rate  was 
lower  than  last  year,  being  l4,7  per  thousand  total  population,  and  the  Death 
Rate,  10,7  per  thousand  population,  was  slightly  higher  than  last  year.  Both 
rates  compare  favourably  with  England  and  Wales.  19  deaths  occurred  from 
cancer  of  the  lung  compared  with  11  the  previous  year.  Once  again  there 
were  no  maternal  deaths.  The  district  is  noted  for  longevity,  133  of  the 
deaths  occurring  in  persons  aged  over  80  to  100  years  (44  males  and 
89  females). 


A well  marked  national  trend  constant  oyer  the  years  is  the 
excess  of  male  births  over  female.  Over  the  past  ten  years,  179  more  boys 
than  girls  have  been  born  in  Farnham,  and  with  the  sustained. decline  in 
infant  mortality,  all  are  likely  to  survive  to  adulthood. 

Much  interest  still  centres  on  the  control  of  Infectious 

Disease- 


1970  can  be  said  to  be  a " Measles  " year  in  Farnham  - 259  cases 
being  reported,  compared  with  40  the  previous  year.  Vaccination  against 
measles  is  now  available  and  parents  are  advised  that  the  measles  vaccine 
is  safe  and  effective.  Despite  this,  the  level  of  vaccination  of  yoimg 
children  still  remained  low  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  measles 
vaccination  programme  should  be  pressed  ahead. 

During  the  year,  vaccination  against  Rubella  (German  Measles) 
was  made  available  to  girls  between  11  and  l4  years.  Rubella  in  pregnancy 
can  result  in  foetal  malformation,  so  vaccination  is  a useful  preventive 
measure. 

There  has  been  a dramatic  fall  in  cases  of  Infective  Jaundice 
from  previous  years,  only  2 notifications  being  received.  Gamma  Globulin 
may  be  obtained  under  special  circumstances  to  protect  persons  against 
Infective  Jaundice  for  about  four  months.  ' 

During  the  year.  Glandular  Fever  occurred  at  intervals  among 
girls  aged  12-17  years  at  two  Secondary  Schools,  All  necessary  advice 
was  given. 


Several  cases  of  Con jimctivitis , presumably  due  to  fowl  pest  virus, 
occurred  in  persons  employed  at  a chicken  factory.  Advice  on  treatment  was 
given . 

Four  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  reported.  One  occurred  in  a 
lady  of  82  years  at  a Residential  Home.  All  the  other  inmates  were  x-rayed 
as  a precaution. 

i\rising  from  the  spread  of  Cholera  to  North  Africa  and  the  Eastern 
Mediterranean,  vaccination  requirements  for  travellers  returning  to  this 
country  from  these  areas  had  to  be  tightened. 

A detailed  study  was  m.ade  into  means  of  protecting  staff  engaged 
in  sewage  works,  sewage  disposal,  refuse  collection  and  disposal, against 
the  commiinicable  diseases  tetanus  and  leptospirosis.  Measures  advised 
include  the  provision  of  a special  anti-bacterial  skin  cleanser  for  such 
workers.  /Also  special  cards  of  instruction  are  being  provided  for  workers 
to  retain.  Such  workers  are  also  advised  to  have  T.ii.B.  innoculations. 

The  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  continues  to  give  information  on 
Salmonellosis  in  animals,  so  enabling  a check  to  be  made  on  humans  in 
contact  with  the  animals. 

Since  the  widespread  alarm  about  Rabies  in  dogs  the  previous  year, 
vigilance  continues  in  all  suspect  cases.  Routine  measures  are  taken  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  advice  is  given  by  the 
M.O.H.  on  the  giving  of  rabies  anti-serum  to  humans. 

Building  of  the  second  new  block  at  Farnham  Hospital  commenced  in 
1969  and  is  expected  to  be  completed  in  1971*  This  includes  a new  Day 
Hospital  which  will  be  equipped  with  all  necessary  facilities  and  will  re- 
place the  Geriatric  Day  Hospital  which  was  opened  in  August  1970,  in  a 
temporary  converted  building.  The  necessity  for  a Day  Hospital  is  shown 
by  the  fact  that  in  the  four  months  up  to  the  end  of  1970,  there  were 
1,371  attendances  for  consultation  and  treatment.  General  care  is  given, 
e.g.  bathing,  hairdressing  and  shaving,  so  enhancing  self-respect  and 
morale.  Proper  meals  are  provided  and  special  treatments  given,  a Day 
Hospital  is  a vital  part  of  the  care  of  elderly  patients,  freeing  hospital 
beds  for  more  acute  cases  and  enabling  the  elderly  to  live  where  they  want 
to  as  long  as  possible,  i.e.  at  home.  Some  respite  is  also  given  to 
overburdened  relatives. 

In  the  care  of  the  elderly  sick  the  art  of  listening,  the 
importance  of  mental  and  spiritual  health,  may  be  of  even  greater  import- 
ance than  provision  of  food,  drugs  and  better  housing.  In  the  rush  of 
numbers  of  persons  to  be  cared  for,  doctors,  health  visitors  and  social 
workers  should  always  bo  mindful  of  this. 

The  W.R.V.S.  and  the  British  Red  Cross  continue  their  excellent 
service  to  the  aged  and  their  voluntary  work  is  supplementary  to  that  of 
doctors  and  social  workers  and  the  Day  Hospitals.  The  W.R.V.S.  meals-on- 
wheels  service  is  a vital  one  bringing  social  contact  to  .the  elderly  and 
enabling  them  to  live  in  their  own  homes.  13,227  meals  were  delivered 
to  homes  in  1970.  In  addition,  8,684  meals  were  served  in  the  Gostrey 
Club.  This  is  a most  excellent  effort  for  a town  of  this  size,  being 
the  highest  number  of  meals  served  in  any  district  in  Surrey. 

On  the  environmental  side,  extension  to  the  Town  Main  Drainage 
Scheme  v;as  started  during  the  year  and  is  making  favourable  progress. 

This  is  scheduled  for  completion  in  1971»  Drainage  schemes  for  the  area 
of  Badshot  Lea  and  Runfold  are  already  prepared.

In  addition  to  the  routine  onerous  duties  of  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  vinder  the  Housing  Act,  19^9 j a comprehensive  survey  of 
all  older  properties  was  commenced  during  the  year.  The  beneficial 
effects  in  more  enquiries  and  more  requests  for  improvement  grants  was 
already  evident  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Council  and  the 
Health  Committee  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  interest  and 
consideration  and  the  Chief  Officers  for  their  co-operation.  I owe 
special  thanks  to  Dr.  P.M.  Fox-Russell,  also  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  his  staff  for  their  excellent  work  during  the  year. 

To  my  colleagues  in  General  Practice  I express  my  gratitude 
for  their  continued  co-operation  and  interest  in  all  aspects  of 
preventive  medicine,

The  County  Ambulance  Control  Headquarters  is  at  Banstead,  and  the 
service  is  operated  without  regard  to  district  boundaries.  There  is  an 
/jnbulance  Station  in  Farnham  and  contact  is  maintained  by  radio.  In  the 
course  of  their  work,  vehicles  from  Farnham.  carry  patients  from  neighbour- 
ing areas  and  vehicles  from  Guildford  and  other  stations  serve  Farnham 
from  time  to  time.  The  figures  for  the  Farnham  station,  where  there  are 
three  ambulances  and  two  sitting  case  vehicles,  are  as  follows

HOSPIT/iL  CAR  SERVICE 

The  Hospital  Car  Service  plays  a considerable  part  in  transporting 
hospital  outpatients  who  are  able  to  walk.  Drivers  living  in  the  Farnham 
Urban  District,  are  directed  from,  the  central  office  in  Guildford,  to 
anywhere  in  the  surrounding  area,  where  their  services  are  required. 
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HOME  NURSING  /xND  HEilLTH  VISITORS 


There  are  now  two  part-time  Midwives  working  in  the  Farnham  area. 
Between  them  they  care  for  all  those  mothers  discharged  from  hospital. 

Many  mothers  are  nov/  discharged  from  hospital  48  hrs.  after  the  delivery. 

Seven  District  Nurses  are  attached  to  groups  of  general  practitioners 
whose  patients  they  attend.  Two  part-time  nurses  undertake  holiday  relief 
and  additional  work  in  the  Farnham  area. 

The  duties  of  the  seven  Farnham  Health  Visitors  continue  to  increase. 
They  continue  to  work  in  attachment  to  group  practices  and  individual 
general  practitioners.  The  Health  Visitor  attends  the  Infant  Welfare 
Clinic  run  by  her  own  practitioner  within  the  County  Council  premises. 
Duties  also  include  the  visiting  of  new  babies,  young  mothers,  nurseries 
and  schools,  lectures  for  expectant  mothers  and  fathers,  and  health 
education  generally.  Visits  to  the  elderly  in  a practice  are  numerous 
and  time  consuming. 


HOME  HELP  SERVICE 

The  South-West  Division  of  the  County  Council  covers  the  Farnham 
Urban  District  for  the  purposes  of  this  Service.  During  1970  there  were 
43  Home  Helps  and  13  Neighbourly  Helps  working  in  the  Farnham  area.  As 
always,  the  demand  for  this  service  is  increasing  and  attempts  are  being 
made  to  increase  the  number  in  staff. 

/is  from  the  1st  January  1971*  the  Horae  Help  Service  was  incorporated 
in  the  new  Social  Services  Department. 

CHIROPODY  SERVICE 


This  service  for  expectant  mothers,  handicapped  persons  and  the 
elderly,  which  includes  domiciliary  treatment,  is  administered  by  the 
County  Council. 

Some  local  foot  clinics  for  the  elderly  are  run  by  Voluntary 
Organisations  such  as  The  British  Red  Cross  Society  and  the  Women’s  Royal 
Voluntary  Service, 

M;;SS  Ri'DIOGRAPHY  SERVICE 

The  weekly  session  was  continued  in  the  Central  Car  Park  each 
Wednesday  throughout  the  year  from  10,15  - 11. a. m. 

A total  of  640  persons  were  examined  having  been  referred  by  their 
G.P.  whilst  104l  persons  were  examined  of  their  own  accord  or  at  the 
request  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

Lung  cancer  was  discovered  in  5 males  but  no  cases  of  tuberculosis 
were  discovered.

F/iRNHAM  HOSPITAL 


Building  of  the  second  new  block  at  Farnham  Hospital  to  provide 
63  beds,  together  with  a main  kitchen,  staff  dining  room  and  a Day  Hospital, 
commenced  in  April  1969,  and  is  scheduled  for  completion  in  mid  1971. 

A Geriatric  Day  Hospital  was  started  at  Farnham  Hospital  in 
August  1970  and,  during  that  year,  had  1371  attendances  of  day  cases  for 
consultation  and  treatment.  This  is  an  old  building  temporarily  converted 
for  use  and  v;ill  be  replaced  by  the  new  Day  Hospital  at  present  imder 
construction. 


Two  theatres  are  now  in  use  at  Farnham  Hospital, 

During  the  year  1970  it  was  found  necessary  to  restrict  the 
opening  hours  of  the  Casualty  Department  from  time  to  time  due  to  inability 
to  recruit  the  full  establishment  of  Casualty  Officers,  During  these 
closures,  cover  was  provided  by  the  Cambridge  Military  Hospital,  /ildershot, 
with  assistance  from  The  Royal  Surrey  County  Hospital  and  St.  Peter's 
Hospital,  Chertsey, 


The .building  of  the  new  District  General  Hospital  at  Frimley  is 
continuing  very  closely  to  the  planned  schedule.  The  shell  of  most  of  the 
ground  floor  and  some  of  the  top  storey  is  now  completed.

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CERVICAL  CYTOLOGY 


The  Cervical  Cytology  service  at  the  Farnham  Hospital  Group 
Laboratory  provides  for  the  examination  of  cervical  smears,  submitted  by 
General  Practitioners,  Consultant  Gynaecologists  and  Family  Planning 
Clinics. 

All  women  attending  for  post  natal  examination  with  the  General 
Practitioner  should  seek  advice  concerning  the  appropriate  times  to  attend 
for  cervical  smears  to  be  taken. 

The  Cervical  Cytology  Clinic  held  at  Farnham  Health  Centre  on 
alternate  Wednesday  mornings,  continues  under  the  title  ''Well  V/oman  Clinic”. 
Up  to  the  end  of  December  1970,  23  old  patients  and  64  new  patients  were 
seen.  A considerable  number  of  patients  have  been  referred  to  their  G.P's 
for  treatment  of  various  conditions  or  for  further  investigation,

In  the  interests  of  both  parents  and  sitters,  references  are  taken  up 
for  both  parties.  The  charge  is  20  np  an  hour  and  22-J  np  after  ll.p.ra. 
Reasonable  notice  is  required  as  many  sitters  are  not  on  the  telephone. 

NIGHT  ATTENDANCE  SCHEME 


This  is  organised  by  the  W.R.V.S.  and  provides  reliable  attendants 
(not  Trained  Nurses)  to  sit  up  at  night  with  patients  whose  farailes  cannot 
look  after  them  night  and  day.  There  is  a charge  which  can  be  subsidised 
if  necessary. 

HOSPITAL  CANTEEN 


This  Canteen,  situated  in  the  Outpatients  Department  of  Farnham 
Hospital,  is  staffed  by  the  V/.R.V.S.  It  provides  refreshments  for  patients, 
staff  and  visitors.  It  is  open  from  10. a. m.  to  12  mid-day,  and  2.p.m.  - 4.p.m. 
every  day  (Monday  to  Friday)  and  also  on  occasional  Saturdays,  /iny  profits 
go  back  to  the  Hospital  in  the  form  of  gifts. 

TROLLEY  SHOP 

The  V/.R.V.S.  operates  a Trolley  Shop  at  St.  James  and  Cobgates, 

The  Hart,  for  the  Aged  every  Monday.  The  shop  at  St.  James  is  open  in  the 
afternoon  and  the  one  at  Cobgates,  in  the  morning.

This  is  processed  and  distributed  to  those  in  need  on 
Tuesday  and  Thursday  afternoons  between  2.15.p.m,  and  4.13.p.m.  at  the 
W.R.V.S.  Office,  Brightwells,  Clothing  can  only  be  given  to  people 
presenting  an  authorisation  from  some  responsible  person,  i.e.  Hospital 
Almoner,  Doctor,  Probation  Officer,  V/elfare  Worker,  Health  Visitor,  etc.

CHILDREN'S  HOLIDAYS 


Holidays  are  arranged  in  the  July-August  period  for  children  of  very 
poor  families,  to  stay  with  people  in  Farnham,  W.R.V.S,  finds  hostesses 
willing  to  have  children  for  a week  or  fortnight  and  arranges  the  holidays, 
providing  transport  to  and  from  stations  etc,  Farnham  sometimes  gets 
children  from  London,  and  very  often  from  the  slums  of  Brighton,  Farnham 
is  normally  a "receiving  centre"  but  we  have  on  occasion  sent  children 
away  to  the  sea  from  Farnham  when  perhaps  there  are  family  reasons  for 
this,  . . 

FARNHAM  HOSPITAL  VOLUNTARY  V/ORKERS 


A team  of  workers  is  attached  to  certain  wards  and  do  any  non- 
nursing jobs  that  the  Sister  requires.  This  takes  place  between  9»a.m,  and 
11, a, m.  Two  members  run  a small  shopping  service  for  patients  who  have 
just  missed  the  Red  Cross  trolley  or  cannot  wait  for  some  small  necessity 
until  the  trolley  comes  ro\ind  again. 

BRITISH  RED  CROSS  SOCIETY  ’ ' ' 


The  Farnham  Division  of  the  B.R.C.S,  has  continued  its  service 
to  the  Community  during  1970  in  all  its  previous  ways.  The  Detachment 
meets  weekly  and  besides  having  training  courses  by  Dr,  Baynes,  landertakes 
medical  duties,  Sandown  Park  race  duties  are  undertaken  and  the  Frensham 
Pond  Red  Cross  hut  is  manned  on  Sundays  where  all  kinds  of  accidents  are 
treated.  One  weekend  this  summer,  29  cases  of  cuts  from  broken  glass  were 
looked  after  and  by  supplying  simple  first  aid,  members  of  families  were 
able  to  continue  to  enjoy  their  days  pleasure. 

This  year  the  V.A.Ds,  have  also  been  attending  a local  riding 
display  held  4 or  5 times  during  the  year;  this  has  also  brought  in  funds 
for  the  Society, 

The  Welfare  work  has  gone  forward,  more  and  more  equipment  being 
borrowed  from  the  large  Medical  Loon  Department.  The  hospital  trolley 
service  have  now  undertaken  a second  days  roimds  as  patients  on  the 
average,  stay  in  hospital  for  shorter  periods.  The  Red  Cross  library 
issued  2,277  books  to  patients  during  the  year,  the  most  popular  author 
amongst  the  women  proves  to  be  Agatha  Christy,  so  we  in  Farnham  can 
evidently  congratulate  her  on  the  80th  birthday  and  the  honour  of  O.B.E, 
given  her  in  this  year's  Honours  List.  Headquarters  have  been  most 
helpful  in  supplying  the  books  that  have  been  especially  asked  for  which 
we  cojinot  ourselves  supply. 
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The  Good  Fellowship  Club  for  the  disabled  is  well  attended 
and  a number  of  members  help,  especially  with  the  outings  and  parties 
that  are  so  much  enjoyed. 

The  Forget-Me-Not  Club  is  for  older  friends  and  they  meet  twice 
a month  in  the  attractive  Red  Cross  Hall.  They  enjoy  playing  bingo, 
looking  at  slides,  and  going  on  coach  trips  - this  is  all  made  possible 
through  the  help  of  two  teams  of  ladies  who  provide  teas  and  organise 
the  transport  for  many  who  could  not  otherwise  attend. 

The  Red  Cross  V/elfare  Officer  is  organising  visiting,  both  in 
the  homes  and  hospitals.  It  is  hoped  to  increase  this  side  of  the 
work  in  co-operating  with  the  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee  and  the 
Director  is  representing  the  Red  Cross  at  Committees  which  are 
exploring  the  possibility  of  forming  a Council  of  Social  Services 
for  Famham. 

The  arrangement  of  transport  for  those  in  need  has  been 
continued  and  289  journeys  have  been  made  by  road  by  the  21  drivers, 
also  7 patients  were  escorted  ^55  train  and  ambulance.,. 

Being  the  Centenary  Year  there  have  been  several  functions  for 
publicity  and  fund  raising,  including  Flag  Day,  a very  successful 
dress  parade  and  the  opening  of  gardens.  In  July  the  Branch  President 
very  kindly  attended  a wine  and  cheese  party  given  by  the  Division  in 
the  splendid  new  Nurses  Home  of  Farnhara  Hospital  kindly  loaned  by  the 
Group  Matron,  Miss  Edwards,  All  members  and  Officers  who  attended, 
thoroughly  enjoyed  the  evening  and  heattily  welcomed  the  toast  to 
the  British  Red  Cross  Society  - aged  100,

Close  exchange  of  information  between  practitioners  and  the  Public 
Health  Department  is  augmented  by  the  circulation  of  a weekly  return  to  all 
doctors  practising  in  the  area,  and  others  concerned,  of  cases  coming  to  the 
notice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  during  the  period;  information  on 
matters  of  special  interest  is  also  passed  in  this  way.

Routine  inspection  was  made  into  every  person  arriving  from  abroad 
not  in  possession  of  a valid  international  vaccination  certificate. 

International  Certificates  of  vaccination,  renewable  every  three 
years,  are  required  for  all  persons  travelling  to  countries  where  smallpox 
is  endemic,  in  practice  this  means  most  co\mtries  except  V/estem  Exzrope. 

Smallpox  vaccination  is  offered  to  infants  after  the  first 
birthday. 
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VACCINATION  AND  IMNISATION 


Every  child  is  entitle<i  to  be  vaccinated  against  smallpox, 
poliomyelitis  and  measles,  also  immunised  against  diphtheria,  tetanus 
and  whooping  cough,  free  of  charge*  These  procedures  may  be  carried  out 
by  the  family  doctor  or  at  the  Welfare  Clinics  of  the  County  Council. 

Recommended  new  programme  for  injections  is  as  follows 

6 months  Diptheria/Tetanus  1 dose 

8 months  Whooping  Cough  2nd  dose 

12  months  Oral  Poliomyelitis  3rd  dose 

13  months  Measles 

1-2  yrs.  Vaccination  against  smallpox 

5 yrs.  Boosting  dose  of  Diptheria/ 

Tetanus  and  Poliomyelitis 

13  yrs.  B.C.G.  - Anti  T.B.  injection  - 
this  follows  Heaf  test  which 
is  carried  out  at  school. 

Those  travelling  abroad  on  holiday  are  strongly  advised  to 
discuss  with  their  doctors  the  necessity  of  being  immunised  against 
typhoid  and  other  such  diseases  endemic  in  the  country  which  they  are 
visiting. 

SCHOOL  MEDICilL  SERVICE 


The  County  Council  continues  responsibility  and  care  of 
children  at  school,  through  the  Education  Committee,  in  close  co-operation 
with  other  Health  Services  of  the  County  Council.  Physically  and  mentally 
handicapped  children  who  have  been  observed  by  doctors  and  nurses  during 
pre-school  years,  will  be  given  every  opportunity  to  enjoy  the  education 
best  suited  to  their  needs.  All  children  will  continue  to  be  seen  at 
s.chool  by  the  same  medical  and  dental  officer,  also  the  health  visitor 
whom  they  knew  at  V/elfare  Clinics. 

Routine  school  medical  inspections  are  carried  out-  in  primary, 
Junior  and  secondary  schools.  The  first  medical  inspection  takes  place 
within  the  first  year  of  school  life.  Parents  are  invited  to  attend  the 
inspection  and  are  encouraged  to  discuss  any  problems  with  the  doctor. 

Minor  defects  are  re-examined  from  time  to  time  in  school. 

Any  defects  of  hearing  or  vision  may  be  further  investigated  at  the 
audiology  or  ophthalmic  clinics  of  the  County  Council.  Children  with 
conditions  requiring  medical  treatment  are  referred  to  their  own 
doctor. 


Those  children  who,  because  of  physical  or  mental  disability, 
are  not  making  expected  progress  in  school  are  offered  all  the  facilities 
of  S.C.C,  to  ascertain  their  special  needs  in  order  to  enable  them  to 
derive  maximum  benefit  from  their  education. 

SCHOOL  DENTAL  SERVICE 

DENTAL  TREATMENT 

Inspection  of  school  childrens’  teeth  is  carried  out  annually. 
Treatment  is  offered  if  required  and  an  appointment  given  for  children  to 
attend  in  school  hours. 

The  prime  objective  of  the  school  dental  service  isjconservative 
and  accordingly,  it  is  probably  Just  as  important  to  have  teeth  filled  in 
the  early  stages  of  decay  as  it  is  to  extract  them  when  they  are  diseased 
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beyond  cure.  Extractions  may  be  done- under  a local  or  a general 
anaestheticy-ftctjorddcng  to  the  advice  of  the  dental  officer.  Many  children 
suffer  from  dental  irregularities  which  can  also  be  rectified  by  dental 
treatment,  including  the  provision  of  orthodontic  appliances  made  to 
bring  the  teeth  into  the  normal  line. 

All  dental  treatment  under  the  school  arrangements  is  free  of 
charge  and  is  done  at  the  Health  Centre,  the  dentist  being  available  by 
appointment  on  the  days  and  times  as  shown  in  the  list  of  clinics,

HOUSING 

Introduction 


The  responsibility  for  ensuring  that  houses  are  fit  for  occupation 
is  one  of  the  most  important  functions  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and 
one  in  which  they  can  claim  extensive  experience.  In  order  to  achieve  this 
they  are  concerned  with  the  carrying  out  of  any  necessary  repairs  and  the 
improvement  of  houses. 

The  sections  of  the  Housing  Acts  dealing  with  the  closing  and 
demolition  of  houses  which  cannot  be  rendered  fit  at  a reasonable  expense 
are  also  administered  by  your  Inspectors', 

Housing  Repairs 

Most  of  the  complaints  received  in  connection  with  housing  defects 
are  dealt  with  by  informal  action.  During  the  course  of  the  year  it  was 
found  necessary  to  serve  9 statutory  notices  and  32  informal  notices,  A 
nixmber  of  less  serious  items  of  repair  were  dealt  with  following  discussions 
with  owners. 

One  of  the  statutory  notices  was  served  on  an  owner  to  provide  a 
water  closet;  this  notice,  together  with  another  statutory  notice  served  on 
the  same  owner  to  remove  an  accumulation  of  offensive  material,  were  not 
complied  with  and  legal  proceedings  were  instituted.  The  defendant  was 
fined  £15 • with  £10,  costs.  To  resolve  the  matter  the  work  to  provide  a 
w,c,  was  undertaken  in  default. 

Improvement  Grants 

Following  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Housing  Act  I969  a 
survey  of  all  the  older  properties  in  the  area  was  commenced  early  in  the 
year  and  by  the  end  of  the  year^approximately  half  the  district  had  been 
surveyed,  A report  on  the  area  covered  by  the  siirvey  was  submitted  to  the 
Council  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  new  scheme  vinder  the  Housing  Act  I969  dispensing  with 
restricted  conditions  attached  to  a grant  approval,  raising  the  maximum 
payable  and  to  bring  certain  items  of  repair  within  the  scope  of  grant 
aid,  has  made  the  scheme  more  attractive.  This  has  resulted  in  many  more 
enquiries  and  there  has  been  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of 
grants  approved  during  1970 • 

The  total  number  of  Improvement  and  Standard  Grants  approved  in 
1970  was  77  compared  with  39  for  19^9 • This  comprised  5^  Improvement 
Grants  and  23  Standard  Grants,  Out  of  the  total  of  77  grants  approved, 

51  were  in  respect  of  owner/occupied  and  vacant  properties,  and  the 
remaining  26  were  in  respect  of  tenanted  properties.  In  the  main  the 
vacant  properties  were  houses  purchased  for  occupation  by  owners, 
although  in  a limited  number  of  cases,  vacant  properties  were  improved 
and  then  sold  before  being  occupied.  In  regard  to  the  26  tenanted 
properties,  13  of  these  grants  were  in  respect  of  almshouses,  and  of 
the  remaining  13  tenanted  properties,  6 were  in  one  ownership.  The 
total  sum  of  money  involved  in  approving  these  grants  was  approximately 

£32,550. 
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It  has  been  found  that  most  of  the  older  type  properties,  on 
becoming  vacant,  are  being- uiodemised  by  means  of  a grant  and  more  ovaier/ 
occupiers  are  seeking  grant  aid  for  improvciafents.  There  is  considerably 
less  response  in  respect  of  tenanted  properties,  this  would  appear  to  be 
due  to  economic  problem  of  increased  rents  and  rent  phasing.  From 
experience  of  the  limited  number  of  qualification  certificates  issued  in 
this  area,  it  would  appear  that  rent  increases  are  in  the  region  of  3A 
times  the  existing  controlled  rents. 

It  must  also  be  appreciated  that  owners  of  some  properties,  for 
various  reasons,  wish  to  redevlop  sites  on  properties  becoming  vacant. 

Having  made  these  comments,  it  is  considered  that  steady  progress 
is  being  made  and  the  ihcreased  rate  of  applications  will  continue  during 
the  coming  year. 

Qualification  Certificate 

There  has  been  5 applications  for  Qualification  Certificates  in 
respect  of  properties  already  complying  with  the  necessary  standard  prior 
to  the  introduction  of  the  Housing  Act  19^9  and  in  each  case  a qualificat- 
ion certificate  has  been  issued. 

There  has  also  been  4 combined  applications  for  Improvemen  Grants 
and  Provisional  Qualification  Certificates  and  these  have  all  been  approved. 
In  two  cases  the  work  was  not  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  the  final 
Qualification  Certificates  have  not  been  issued. 

This  is  a new  type  of  certificate  introduced  in  the  Housing  Act 
1969  and  is  necessary  before  an  application  can  be  made  to  the  Rent  Officer 
for  a change  from  a controlled  to  regulated  tenancy. 

Rent  Act,  1937 

No  application  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received  during 
the  year  under  review. 

Slum  Clearance 


The  only  action  taken  in  1970  in  this  field  of  housing  work  was 
to  serve  one  demolition  order  and  one  closing  order.  In  addition,  two 
closing  orders  were  rescinded. 

It  is^this  Council’s  policy  wherever  possible  to  encourage  owners' 
of  the  older  typq  of  houses  to  undertake  reconditioning  work,  especially 
when  the  properties  become  vacant. 

Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

At  present  this  is  not  a serious  problem  in  Farnham  but  there  are 
signs  that  this  type  of  housing  accommodation  is  on  the  increase. 
Accommodation  of  this  nature  must  be  kept  under  constant  review. 

It  was  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  serve  two  informal 
notices  to  improve  the  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  in  houses  falling 
within  this  category. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  RAILWAY  PREMISES  .xCT,  I963 


There  are  still  a number  of  employers  who  do  not  appear  to  be 
aware  of  the  necessity  of  registration  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
and  registration  is  often  only  obtained  through  the  vigilance  of  your 
Inspectors . 

The  administration  of  this  Act  continues  to  run  smoothly  and  no 
great  difficulties  have  arisen  during  1970. 

The  total  niunber  of  premises  registered  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
363  which  shows  a decrease  of  10  on  last  years  figure.

In  visits  to  shops  in  connection  with  other  duties,  it  was 
necessary  to  draw  the  attention  of  shopkeepers  to  minor  contraventions 
of  these  Acts.  It  was  also  necessary  to  warn  one  shopkeeper  of  the 
necessity  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Acts  relating  to  early 
closing  day, 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  maintenance  of  all  public  conveniences  including  those  on 
recreation  grounds  are  the  responsibility  of  this  department.  These 
consist  of  the  five  blocks  in  the  town  area  and  the  public  toilets 
situated  at  Gostry  Meadow,  Farnham  Park  and  the  recreation  grounds  at 
Hale,  Badshot  Lea,  Rowledge,  The  Bourne  and  Wrecclesham, 

A noticeable  feature  has  been  the  increased  use  of  the 
conveniences  at  Hale  Recreation  Ground  by  people  travelling  on  A 287 
main  road. 

The  Council  have  agreed  that  on  the  introduction  of  decimal 
currency,  no  charge  should  be  made  for  the  use  of  public  conveniences. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  public  will  appreciate  this  and  that  there  will 
be  no  increase  in  the  amount  of  misuse  and  damage. 

SWMING  POOLS 

Routine. ..samples  of  swimming  bath  waters  were  taken  from  the 
Council's  two  swimming  baths.  Woodlands  Camp  Site  and  at  8 sehool 
swimming  baths, 

A total  of  kl  samples  were  collected  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.  In  nine  cases  the  results  were  found  to  be 
slightly  below  the  recommended  standard  and  in  each  case,  advice  was  given 
on  methods  of  treatment. 

In  addition  to  taking  samples  for  bacteriological  examination, 
checks  were  made  to  ascertain  the  chlorine  content  and  pH  value  of  the 
water. 

A total  of  58  visits  were  made  to  the  :varioue  swimming  pools  in 
the  district  and  with  the  increase  in  the  number  of  school  pools  it  is 
found  that  the  amount  of  time  spent on  this  aspect  of  the  work  is 
increasing, 

PET  ;j^im;iLS  act,  1931 

Three  premises  were  licensed  as  pet  shops.  The  premises  were 
kept  under  supervision  and  no  difficulties  were  experienced, 

/mi-uJL  BOARDING  ESTi^LISHMENTS  ACT,  I963 

One  premises  were  registered  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
Routine  inspections  have  been  made  and  conditions  foimd  to  be 
satisfactory. 

RIDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  I96A 

This  Act  requires  that  all  riding  establishments  shall  be 
licensed  with  the  local  authority  and  regulates  the  conditions  xinder 
which  horses  shall  be  kept  at  such  premises.

business  premises,  hospitals,  schools,  farms  etc.,  a charge  being  made  for 
this  work. 


(b)  Wasps 

During  the  year  l66  wasps  nests  were  destroyed,  of  which  I38  were  on 
private  property  and  in  each  of  these  cases  the  Council’s  standard  charge 
of  15/“*^  per  nest  was  made.  The  other  28  nests  dealt  with  were  on  Council 
owned  land. 

This  service  was  inaugerated  in  1958  and  I66  is  the  highest  nixmber  of 
nests  ever  dealt  with  in  one  season. 

(c) Other  Pests 

The  Department  is  called  upon  to  give  advice  on  a number  of  house- 
hold pests.  During  the  year,  at  the  request  of  the  occupiers,  23  premises 
were  treated  on  a rechargeable  basis  for  the  trratment  of  ants,  beetles, 
cockroaches  and  fleas. 

NOISE  /iBATEMENT  ACT.  I96O 

During  the  year,  29  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  complaints 
of  noise  nuisance. 
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V/ATEE  SUPPLY 


The  public  water  supply  in  the  area  is  provided  by  the  Mid- 
Southern  Water  Company,  who  submit  regular 'routine  samples  for  examination. 
Chemical  analysis  is  carried  out  quarterly  and  bacteriological  samples 
are  examined  weekly.  The  results  of  these  checks  continued  to  be 
satisfactory  throughout  the  year.  In  addition,  during  1^6^  the  Department 
took  one  sample  for  chemical  analysis. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  supply  is  low  (less  than  0,1 
part  per  million)  and  there  has  been  no  evidence  of  any  plurabo-solvent 
action. 


The  only  properties  in  the  district  known  not  to  have  a main 
water  supply  direct  to  the  houses  are  three  served  by  a standpipe  and  one 
house  which  has  no  main  supply. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AMD  DISPOSAL 

This  service  is  iinder  the  control  of  the  Engineer  Sc  Surveyor. 

A weekly  collection  is  carried  out  throughout  the  district  and  tipping 
continued  at  the  disused  sandpit  off  Alton  Road. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEl^ERAGE 

This  year  saw  the  commencement  of  the  extensions  to  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Works,  the  estimated  cost  being  approximately  £700,000,00,  The 
works  were  started  in  September  1970,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  first 
phase  will  be  completed  in  September,  1971»  the  second  phase,  which  will 
include  a sludge-pressing  plant,  being  due  for  completion  12  months 
later. 


The  completion  of  the  first  phase  in  September  1971  will  provide 
additional  treatment  capacity  to  deal  with  the  Aldershot  Borough  and  other 
private  development  in  the  north  of  the  District, 

When  completed,  the  work  will  cater  for  sewage  flows  up  to 
1,7  million  dry  weather  flow. 

At  the  time  this  report  goes  to  press,  the  progress  on  the  works 
is  most  favourable,  and  the  dry  summer  of  this  year  enabled  good  progress 
to  be  made  with  deep  excavations  which  would  have  been  extremely  difficult 
if  the  weather  had  been  inclement, 

SURFACE  W/iTER 

Two  small  schemes  have  been  completed,  i.e.  at  Bourne  Grove  and 
East  Avenue,  which  will  alleviate  flooding  problems  in  these  areas. 

Numerous  major  schemes  are  at  the  design  stage,  including  Hale 
Surface  Water  Drainage  Scheme,  which  is  required  in  the  Northern  part  of 
the  District  considering  the  new  development  in  this  airea, 

SOIL  DRAINAGE 


Schemes  for  the  relief  of  flooding  in  the  vicinity  of 
The  Hatches  have  been  designed  and  tender  procedure  is  in  progress. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  work  should  be  commenced  in  the  Spring  of  1971* 
Additionally,  design  work  for  drainage  at  Hale  has  been  completed,  and 
this  provides  for  a new  sewer  to  serve  Sandy  Hill  housing  site  and  the 
Hoghatch  area,  and  it  is  expected  this  scheme  will  also  commence  in  the 
Spring  of  1971* 

Drainage  schemes  for  Badshot  Lea  and  Runfold  are  in  preparation 
and  Ministry  approval  will  be  sought  to  the  proposals  early  in  1971* 
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SURREY  COUNTY  COUNCIL  ACT,  1931 


During  the  year  renewal  of-  -4  consents  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  were  issued  in  respect  of  tipping  at  disused  sandpits  in  the 
area.  Three  were  limited  to  the  tipping  of  excavated  material,  builder's 
rubbish  etc.,  and  one  was  extended  to  include  industrial  wastes  subject  to 
satisfactory  conditions  being  maintained, 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  AND  FOOD  PREMISES 


This  aspect  of  a Public  Health  Inspector’s  duties  forms  an 
important  part  of  his  work  and  there  is  probably  more  legislation  relating 
to  food  and  drink  than  any  other  subject  and  with  the  constant  changes 
taking  place  in  the  food  industry  it  is  not  easy  to  keep  up  to  date  with 
this  branch  of  the  work. 

The  number  of  visits  made  to  food  shops,  cafes,  canteens, bakeries, 
warehouses,  licensed  premises  etc.,  was  535»  Unfortunately  the  amount  of 
time  allocated  to  this  work  has  had  to  be  somewhat  curtailed  in  the  year 
under  review  owing  to  increased  involvement  in  other  duties. 

In  a number  of  instances  it  has  been  found  necessary  to 
remind  occupiers  and  staff  of  their  responsibilities  under  the  provisions 
of  the  various  Acts  and  Regulations  relating  to  the  preparation,  handling, 
storage  and  labelling  of  food  and  due  to  their  co-operation  it  has  been 
possible  to  deal  v;ith  infringements  on  an  informal  basis. 

Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  handling  of 
perishable  products,  especially  regarding  current  temperature  control, 
stock  rotation  and  recommended  shelf  life  of  these  products. 

In  addition  to  these  visits  a number  of  food  samples  were 
obtained,  details  of  which  are  set  out  later  in  the  report.

A number  of  vehicles  operate  in  the  district,  selling  ice-cream  and 
these  are  subjected  to  inspection. 

During  the  year,  only  one  additional  shop  was  registered  for  the 
storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream. 

MTT.K  SUPPLY 

The  special  designations  under  which  milk  is  now  sold  comprise 
"Pasteurised”,  "Sterilised",  "Ultra  Heat  Treated"  and  "Untreated".  At  the 
end  of  the  year  there  were  in  existence,  42  Dealer's  (Pre-packed  Milk) 
Licences  and  1 Dealer's  (Pasteuriser's)  Licence.  A few  retail  shops  sell 
sterilised  and  ultra  heat  treated  milk  but,  in  the  main,  pasteurised  milk 
is  the  grade  generally  sold. 

In  addition  to  obtaining  samples  from  milk  roundsmen,  samples  are 
taken  weekly  from  the  one  H.T.S.T.  Pasteurising  plant  in  the  district. 

The  total  number  of  samples  obtained  throughout  the  area  during  the  year 
was  one  hundred  and  fortyfour.  These  were  subm.itted  for  examination  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  Guildford,  and  it 
is  pleasing  to  note  that  all  the  results  were  satisfactory.

The  total  number  of  samples  taken  was  79 » of  which  22  were  milk 
samples.  l4  of  the  milk  samples  submitted  for  analysis  v;ere  ordinary  milk, 
having  an  average  composition  of  3«859^  fat  and  8,65%  solids  not  fat.  The 
remaining  8 samples  were  Channel  Island  grade,  having  an  average  composition 
of  4,619^  fat  and  8,67%  solids  not  fat.  These  averages  were  very  similar 
to  the  results  obtained  in  19^9 , 

The  Public  Analyst  reported  that  one  sample  of  Dessert  Topping 
Chocolate  did  not  comply  with  labelling  of  Food  Order,  This  matter  was 
taken  up  with  the  manufacturer  and  he  agreed  to  amend  the  label.
